ten sludge, There are two kinds of 
methods fur the disposal, those for 
fresh sludge and those for rotten 
sludge. There are four chief ways of 
disposing of fresh sludge. The lirst 
method is one which is in use in cities 
close to the ocean. 

Tin' sludge is precipitated in largo 
reservoirs by means or chemicals and 
Ibis precipitate carried out to sen by 
means of a specially designed boat. 
This method is very cheap, being about 
six cents per ton. 

The second method consists in lilac 
Ing tlie sludge in trendies or special- 
ly constructed troughs on land where 
It is rotted. The disadvantage of this 
method is lie' offensive odor given off 
and the applications of chemicals have 
inel with very little success. This 
method is used in Hirininghum, Eng- 
land, where it has met Willi a fair 
amount of success. 

The next method to which lie refer- 
red was one which ban been adopted 
in Germany. The sludge is treated in 
a machine specially* constructed for 
such work. This machine- separates

The 
sludge is healed and mixed witli grease 
and put Into sludge presses. The ac- 
tion ot steam in those presses separates 
tho sludge tron, Ihe grease and water. 
The dry sludge Is then mixed with 
an equal volume of slack coal and used 
tor boating purposes. This method Is 
the most outstanding of all tlie speak- 
er had seen In the Old Land. 

The speaker passed next to methods 
of disposing of rotten slud go, The best i 
method of disposal of litis sludge is In 

Plrmlngham. The sludge Is put into 
open tanks, whore précipitation takes 
place, and the water on top Is drawn, 
off. The sludge is allowed to rot In I 
these tanks, anil It is then pumped j 
into Iho disposal beds, where it Is 
left until quite dry. 

Tho next method has been develop-; 
ed In the last seven years in Western I 
Germany, and lately has received u lot 
of notice This method consists in rol-j 
ling the sludge In separate tanks. | 
The special feature of these tanks Isj 
the two compartments in the tanks 
one for the rotting and the other fori 
the sedimentation. The sludge is 
drawn off lo disposal beds in open sur-| 
face canals, as they are found to bo 
belter than the conveyance through I 
underground pipes, This Is perhaps

This is one of the smaller reasons that led prominent mem- 
bers of the Faculty to outer upon social settlement work a few years ago. 

The "work that lies nearest" it is being done by the American University in a unique kind of way. Call 
in nl the headquarters of the Mclilll Social Settlement (presided over, by the way, by our Prof. Dale), and you 
will see there all classes of people really enjoying themselves. You are quite likely to see an old man, too old 
to read, comfortably smoking h\ls pipe In a big arm chair. Little children will be amusing themselves with 
toys, while their mothers are attending a mothers' meeting. Classes for the discussion of the kinds of prob- 
lems that come very close to young men, and to young women arc apt to be In progress, if you drop in nt the 
right time. 

The Social Settlement is showing how quite possible it is to raise higher ideals among the people of one's 
neighborhood without plainly begging them to come and be educated. There are periodical receptions nt tho 
McGiil University Settlement, where tea is served, and after the talk, in which a practical subject is always 
interestingly dealt with, people wander around and chat, and go home when, they please. 

Last .Monday at one of these meetings. Dr. Ware, of the University Settlement of Toronto ibid in an in- 
teresting way just what the social settlement was. "The Social Settlement is a new Institution," ho said, "and 
like all new institutions, has to contend with two things, its friends and its enemies — its friends insisting 
on understanding it only III its superficial aspects and Its enemies misunderstanding it. Its chief failing in 
the eyes of the latter is that it docs not lit Into any of the recognized categories. It is not a church, nor a 
school, nor a charity. Whatever it Is or is not, however, there are in America to-day. twenty-seven years af- 
ter the origin of the Settlement, some thousands of institutions culling themselves by thai name. It Is true thai 
many of them would hardly fulllll tho Implications of tho founders of any of the great settlements, but the 
mere fact of its having .been copied so widely, even if copied unintellig. i.ily, Is an indication of its claim upon 
tho attention of a large number of people. ,

The settlement on the other hand Is 
not fighting evils but finding out what 
the evils are; Is not enforcing pre- 
formed moral judgments but helping 
lo form new moral Judgments for the 
control of conduct.

Dr. S. It. Sinclair, who for fourteen 
years held the post of vice-principal 
of the Provincial Normal School at 
Ottawa, and who recently resigned 
his position as head of the School for 
Teachers at Macdonald College, Stc. 
Anne dc Bellovue, started yesterday 
on a year's tour of the United States 
to undertake educational research 
work. 

H was for this purpose that Dr. Sin- 
clair resigned from Macdonald College. 

Dr. Sinclair ls_ one of the keenest 
and most prominent educationist* the 
Dominion has, ami has to his credit 
honors won by lenrnlng and teaching, 
He got his B.A. at Victoria, U.C.. his 
M.A. at Toronto, und Ph.D. at Chicago 
with honors, his major subject being 
"Education." At the latter university 

he was granted the highest fellowship 
of $520. and was made supervisor of 
mathematics In the university element- 
ary school. 

Dr. Sinclair was mathematics mas- 
ter at Itldgetmvn Collegiate School, 
principal of Hamilton Central School, 
and for fourteen years held the post 
of vice-principal of the Provincial Nor- 
mal School at Ottawa, lining entirely 
in charge of the departments of educa- 
tion, mathematics, and natural science. 



Physical education, hygiene and 
out-of-door games for nil the students 
and faculty, especially those who 
need it most, in place of intercolle- 
giate athletics for a very small group 
of students, especially those who 
need it least; this pol'cy of Reed 
College has already attracted world- 
wide interest. It is a sharp depart- 
ure from the practices of all other 
colleges and universities. 

The decision to organize the phy- 
sical activities of the college on an 
entirely new basis and in an entire- 
ly new spirit was made before there 
were any students or any faculty. 
The plan was worked out after con- 
ditions had been studied at llrst 
hand during a period of ten years at 
more than one hundred institutions 
of higher learning ' in tin- United 
States and Canada and in the col- 
leges of Oxford and the great Eng- 
lish public schools at Eton and Rug- 
by. 

The aim is to promote out-of-door 
games for all students, men and wo- 
men, for the sake of health, joy, re- 
creation and development. That is 
to say, titc physical education, as 
well as the intellectual and religious 
education, is carried on, not Tor the 
sake of the spectators, but for the 
sake of those who participate. Pos- 
sibly, the phase of the Reed College 
policy striking; to a casual visitor is 
the absence of the -jrand stand. The 
commercial spirit which has con- 
trolled athletics in American univer- 
sities and all but ruined athletics as 
a means of physical education is ty- 
pified by the Brand stand. The aim 
has been to make it so large that the 
great body of students may take most 
of their exercise by proxy, confining 
their efforts to the exercise of tile 
lungs In ridiculous forms of organiz- 
ed cheering. 

The abundant and wasteful expé- 
rience of American institutions lias 
shown that where' the emphasis is 
put on the winning of games with 
rival institutions, the athlete of 
highly exceptional skill or muscle Is 
made tho hero. The result is exces- 
sive and dangerous exercise on the 
part of a few students, and little in- 
centive for all the others to partici- 
pate regularly in out-of-door games. 
In short. Intercollegiate athletics are 
detrimental to the Interests of athle- 
tics and contrary to the line spirit of 
sport. 

The other evils of intercollegiate 
athletics me fairly well known. 
These and Other aspects of college 
life, especially fraternities and soro- 
rities and their exaggerated and ex- 
pensive social events, have absorbed 
the attention of those who attend our 
American colleges until scholarship 
has become in most places of inci- 
dental autl minor Interest. This fact 
is now a commonplace among Ameri- 
can colleges. President Wilson 
spoke from careful observation when 
he said: "The side shows have come 
to occupy so much of the students' 
time and effort that we in the main 
lent of the circus do not know what 
is going on." 

How to make the faculty more 
than a mere Incident of college- life, 
I how to concentrate the attention of 
so-called "students" upon the stu- 
dies for which they are supposed to 
attend collège, how to make physical 
education contribute to the Intellec-

tual and moral development of young 
men and women instead of interfer- 
ing with this development as at pre- 
sent, is the llrst problem before Am- 
erican colleges. The failure to face 
the problem squarely and present 
anything approaching a solution has 
put the American college on trial 
and brought against it during the 
past decade much well-deserved con- 
demnation. 

After two years of trial by Reed 
College of the new policy, there is 
not the slightest doubt of its success 
on Hie part of anybody acquainted 
with the situation. A larger pro- 
portion of Reed College students 
and faculty are engaged In athletics 
as a normal, healthful, well-propor- 
tioned part of life than in any other 
college. 

Tho absence of all the excesses of 
Intercollegiate athletics, the series of 
Intramural games and the two hun- 
dred acres of playground have proved 
adequate incentives to every mem- 
ber of the college. East spring there 
were series of baseball games, cross 
country runs, a handball tournament, 
a tug of war, a lentils tournament, 
basketball games and a track meet. 
All this happened in spite of the fact 
that it had not beon deemed advisable 
to complete the athletic fields and 
gymnasium before this fall. 

What tho students think of the po- 
licy Is seen in the fullowing editorial 
from tile "Reed College Ouest, writ- 
ten by one of the officers of the Ath- 
letic Association: — 

After one year of intcr-collegiato 
athletics under discouraging conditions, 
we may safely say that the system has 
been a success. One of the best re- 
sults of the system has been to draw 
a large proportion of the students in- 
to contests. Many who never consid- 
ered going out for athletics while In 
preparatory school have come out for 
Hie class or dormitory teams and show- 
ed up surprisingly well. 

Athletics at Iteed are meant for 
everyone and not a few selected indi- 
viduals. These results have been ac- 
complished tills year, in spite of cer- 
tain unfavorable conditions. The base- 
ball lit Id is now in only fair condition, 
while the llrst games of the season 
were played on a very rough Held. The 
same was true of football, while bas- 
ketball bail to be played out of doors, 
and an Oregon winter is hardly con- 
' ducivo to out-of-door athletics In cases 
, win re constant practice is needed, 
j Tennis has been well provided for and 
I litis proved popular, while handball 
during tile winter months attracted a 
1 good number ol players. ' 

Next year with a permanent athletic 
I field, football, baseball, and track will 
I be on a much sounder basis. Basket- 
! ball will be played In the new gym- 
nasium. Tlie athletic department will 
be better aide to handle athletics and 
also the athletic council will be 111. in- 
completely organized and able to ar- 
range for the contests. Three classes 
will make more competition, a condi- 
tion that has not been present In many 
eases this year. The results of the In- 
tra-colleglate system this year argue 
well for Its future success. 

This fall every one 0/ the 180 stu- 
dents has taken part In out-of-door 
sports, according to (lie Reed College 
plan, under the direction of the physi- 
cal education department. Equally 
j notable Is the fart that nearly every 
1 member of the faculty Is engaged re- 
gularly In vigorous games. Students 
I and teachers are out for the same pur- 
I pose— health, recreation, and sport in 
l the spirit of sport.

United States army. Details of the 
arrangements were announced, on Sat- 
urday by President Harry 11. llutch- 
lns. 

Only those will be allowed to attend 
who are students in good standing In 
a llrst-class university college, or In 
the graduating das* at high or pre-] 
paratory schools.

Actual llrln-ï, with the service 
ritle will be held on a regular target 
range. To those making the necessary 
qualifications over the prescribed 
course, the National Rifle Association 
will give badges.

Those successful- 
ly finishing the prescribed course will 
receive certificates from thf War De- 
partment ami recommendations ns to 
fitness for future command will be 
kepi by the Federal authorities. .

At present the Donaldas of the second year have a large num- 
ber of their lectures, and the juniors and seniors the majority of 
theirs in this building. Yet, while the men have lockers and a read- 
ing room and a smoker, the R.V.C. students must delay in the 
halls, or proceed direct to their class rooms. 

A number of the co-eds live in the city and come directly to 
their lectures without going to the R.V.C. With them the inconven- 
ience is greater. They not only miss the cloakroom, but miss the 
notices which are posted at that institution. Thus the seventy or more 
ladies who are forced to frequent the Arts Building not only have no 
accommodation provided in which to spend their spare hours, but they 
lose a large part of the college gossip which contributes to the essence 
of college spirit. 

It is hardly to be expected that they should be required to return 
fro the Royal Victoria College between lectures. 

They are compelled to adjourn to the library. This, in addition 
to being inconvenient in the extreme puts a bann of silence upon them, 
and this does away with any advantage it may possess as a meeting 
place. 

The whole difficulty would be overcome by the common 
room. The innovation would promote more unity amongst the dif- 
ferent classes and individuals thus satisfying a long-felt want.

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The latest word from Ottawa Is to 
the effect Unit- there will be no com- 
mission of Inquiry Into the high COftl 
of living. The government signalized 
the return of Premier liorden from his 
holidays by coming to ibis decision. 
This Is practically Mr. Iloitlen's first 
official act since his interview- with 
I President Wilson Ht Washington. 

While Premier liorden WOS still in 
the United States lion. Thomas t'roth- 
ers, who has < harne of Ihe cost of liv- 
ing statistics, announced that there 
would be snrh a royal commission of 
enquiry. 

Immediately on Premier Borden s 
return the question was considered by 
Hie government. There was an In- 
clination among some of the ministers 
to do something In » ' ' Im direction. 

It was eventually decided, however, 
that there should !»• no commission 
lo deal with the question. There were 
several reasons for this decision. 

In the first place, the government 
decided It was already pretty well 
aware i/f the cause, for the Increasing 

cost of necessities in Canada. Then 

there hove been protests from some 
Interesta which hive great weight wlih 
t Ik- administration, 

They told Mr. Horden plainly that 
tho presenl state of things suits them 
perfectly altd they object to the ef- 
fect Upon Ihem a publia enquiry might 
have. 

Though ihe government had de- 
cided against dealing with this ques- 
tion It is doubtful If they will be able 
to resist the pressure which will be 
put upon them In Parliament next 



The announcement was made this 
morning by the authorities of the Uni 
verslty of Ottawa that as soon as the 
snow begins to leave the ground next 
spring tho work will be commenced of 
erecting tile new Laurier avenue wing 
of the institution. Tho new addition 
lo the Main Arts Kulldlng which will 
be undertaken al an approximate cost 
of $150,000, will be one hundred and 
thirty feet In length and fifty-two feet 
deep, being four storeys In height. The 
plans were prepared by Llcut.-Col. C. 
Meredith, the local architect. The 
contract has not yet been awarded, 
but the University authorities expect 
to close with the successful tenderer 
before the end of the week. 

The construction of the new wing 
will be In full accordance with the plans 
originally prepared for the new Arts 
Building of Ihe University. An en 
trance similar to that of the centre 
building will lead onto Laurier av- 
enue. Tlie architecture will be of clas- 
sic Grek style. The building will be 
constructed wholly of reinforced con- 
crete, while the exterior designing will 
Include solid monolithic columns with 
Ionic, capitals, .vnile the whole wing 
will be faced With Indian limestone. 
When fully completed the Arts Build- 
ing will be one of tho largest reinforc- 
ed concrete structures In the Dominion. 

With the exception of the lower floor, 
which will be given over to billiard 
rmms and dressing apartments, the 
entire new wine, will be used for resi- 
dential purposes. The administrât! /e 
officers of the University will occupy 
tlie main floor, while members of the 
teaching faculty and seniir students 
will he Installed on the third and fourth 
floors respectively. The whole wing 
will lie equipped with the most modern 
conveniences.
